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In No Fond Return of Love, a novel about women who make a career of 
compiling bibliographies, Barbara Pym’s protagonist Dulcie Mainwaring 
refers to index making as a “rather humdrum thankless task [done] for 
people more brilliant than ourselves.” After months of putting together this 
listing for RAL, I heartily concur. So humdrum a task has it been that I am 
convinced that were Dante to rewrite the Inferno today, index-making would 
be the punishment for sinners in the Ninth Circle of hell. If that seems 
hyperbole, allow it to me after months of making decisions along the line of 
whether an article entitled “1500 Years of Creative Writing in Black Africa” 
belonged under the “F’s” for “Fifteen Hundred” or the “O’s” for “One Thou- 
sand Five Hundred” or in either of those places at all. 

Let me announce up front that I am no professional indexer, but inherited 
the task along with my fellowship as an Editorial Assistant for RAL. In 1990, 
after twenty years under the tutelage of Bernth Lindfors, the journal will 
move to Ohio State University where it will be edited by Richard Bjornson. 
An index seemed in order. After scrambling about for a model, and listening 
to library science professors guffaw at the idea of producing a listing in so 
short a time, we settled on the Journal of American Folklore Centennial 
Index as a guide. Though I adapted it to our content, this Index still closely 
resembles the Folklore model, a factor we hope the JAF editors will find 
flattering rather than grounds for a plagiarism suit. 

In its first twenty years, some 875 contributors spanning the alphabet from 
Abarry to Zomora, have produced more than 1,670 articles, reviews, draw- 
ings, and reports. Each item, from the first in 1970 (a cover sketch by 
Francis Msangi), to the last (this Index), has been listed serially and assigned 
a master number. That master number becomes the reference code for the 
Contributor, Title, and Subject indexes that follow. 

Decoding the information provided is not difficult. Let us examine two 
typical entries from the Serial Listings: 


1979:47a(10.3:359-374). Robert Fraser. Four Alternative Endings to Wole 
Soyinka’s A Dance of the Forests. 


1985:92rb(16.4:585-589). Ernest Emenyonu. The Four Novels of Chinua 
Achebe: A Critical Study, by Benedict Chiaka Njoku. New York: Peter Lang 
Publishing, 1984. 
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The first item translates: In 1979, the 47th item in RAL was an article, 
indicated by the “a” (see first page of index for key to abbreviations used). 
The information in parentheses indicates that the article appeared in Vol. 10, 
No. 3, on pages 359-374. “Robert Fraser” authored the article, which is 
entitled “Four Alternative Endings to Wole Soyinka’s A Dance of the Forests.” 
Similarly, the second example indicates that in 1985, the 92nd item in RAL 
was a book review (rb), which appeared in Vol. 16, No. 4, on pages 585-589. 
The author of the review is “Ernest Emenyonu.” This is followed by the title 
of the book, its author (“Benedict Chiaka Njoku”), and publishing informa- 
tion. Where possible, we also noted the editor(s), translator(s), illustrator, 
etc. 

In the examples above, 1979:47a and 1985:92rb become the master num- 
bers to which entries in the Contributor, Title, and Subject indices are keyed. 
These master numbers are used: 

1) in the Contributor Index after the names of authors of the article, 
review, or report (following our samples, “Fraser, Robert” and “Emenyonu, 
Ernest”); 

2) in the Title Index after the titles of the article or the book being re- 
viewed (following our samples, “Four Alternative Endings to Wole Soyinka’s 
A Dance of the Forests” and “Four Novels of Chinua Achebe: A Critical 
Study”); 

3) in the Subject Index after the names of the book’s author/editor/ 
translator/etc. (according to our samples, “Njoku, Benedict Chiaka”); 

4) in other pertinent Subject Index entries varying from item to item. 
Article, book or periodical titles may be multiply listed in he Subject Index 
according to the topical author, genre, geographic locale, a people, a language, 
etc. (The sample titles, for instance, may be found under “Soyinka,” “Achebe,” 
“Novel”). A more complete explanation of the logic behind each listing 
precedes individual indices. All the facts in the three indexes are contained 
in the Serial Listings. 

Though no effort was spared to make this Index useful and accurate, I 
have two requests of the user, the first being that he or she maintain an 
adventuresome spirit in seeking information. Besides the fact that Iam a 
non-professional indexer, I also was responsible for editing RAL and handling 
other office duties required by my Fellowship, and was able to give this work 
only limited time. Further, this listing was put together without a sophisti- 
cated indexing program. Each entry in each section had to be hand-typed into 
many separate files on individual floppy disks, creating a greater possibility 
of error. 

And, because personal problems challenged the very completion of the 
Index, I ask a reasonable amount of understanding when you discover 
mistakes or omissions, irritating though they may be. My husband, Ted, died 
suddenly on February 25, 1989, mid-way through my Fellowship. This issue 
recording the first twenty years of RAL simply would not exist had I not had 
an immense amount of office and proofing assistance from Purnima Bose, Joy 
van Fuqua, Dorothy Rattey, and Joann Burns. I dedicate this Index to them, 
and to the memory of Ted.

Each item’s serial 
number (in boldface type) is followed by lettered designations indicating 
whether the item is an article, book review, drawing, etc. (A complete listing 
of these letter abbreviations appears on the first page of this index.) The 
serial number and lettered description of each item is followed by the volume 
and issue in which it appeared; the page numbers on which it is located; the 
name(s) of the author(s) or reviewer; title of the item; author, editor, transla- 
tor; and publisher of reviewed items. Authors of unsigned articles are 
bracketed, as are page numbers on which artist’s drawings appear. All 
entries in the Author Index, Subject Index, and Title Index are keyed to these
